Pannone said on one tape. De- 
scribing a City Hall confederate 
who helped hdm lower people’s 
taxes for kickbacks, Pannone 
said: “She bends. I show her 
some green, and she’s all right.” 

Many of Cianci’s campaign 
contributions, he confided, 

“went south.” Bribe money was 
referred to as “green” or “sca- 
role,” slang for escarole, a green 
Italian vegetable. Pannone also 
shared some lessons on the art 
of bribery, which he said he had 
received from Cianci, whom he 
had known when the mayor was 


a bp^Never talk on the phone, 
never get a check, but get cash 
when you’re one-on-pne.” 

Pannone liked making the 
rounds about town, wheeling 
and dealing, talking politics, 
selling Cianci fundrsdsing tick- 
ets. He loved the “fried calama- 
ris” at Andino’s on Federal Hill, 
where he and deputy tax asses- 
sor Rosemary Glancy reflected 
on the state of corruption at City 
Hall. 

'I said, 'That’s a joke, Rosem- 
ary.’ And she said, 'Everything 
in Providence is a joke.’ 'If you 
don’t pay, forget it. And that’s 
not right.’ And Rosemary goes, 
'You’re right, Joe, but what are 
you gonna do? V^at are you 
gonna do?’ ” 


Glancy was also convicted 
and went to prison. 

Pannone talked about how he 
liked to help people as chairman 
of the tax board, but acknowl- 
edged that his assistance some- 
times came with a price. He kept 
his kickback money in the bu- 
reau beside his bed, imder a 
picture of a saint. 

In 2000, after pleading guilty 
to corruption charges, he was 
sentenced to five years in prison 
and ordered to pay $75,000 in 
restitution to the City of Provi- 
dence. Pannone reported to a 
federal medical prison in Fort 
Devens, Mass., ^er undergoing 
triple bypass heart surgery. He 
was 78 years old, and the judge 
who sent him away acknowl- 
edged that he might not live to 
complete his sentence. 

‘But Panilone had good genes. 
He need look no former than his • 
cousin, Rose. She was in her 90s 
and in a nursing home when 
Pannone went to prison. 

Three years earlier, Rose 
Correira had changed her will, 
leaving two-thirds of her estate 
to Joseph Pannone, and making 
him her executor. She also en- 
trusted him with her finmices 
when she was still alive. When 


Pannone was arrested in Oper- 
ation Plunder Dome, and later 
when he went to piisorl, “Uncle 
Joe” had control of her check- 
book. 

ALTHOUGH JOE Pannone 
and Rose Violet Correira were 
first cousins, they weren’t close 
for many years. 

Pannone lived in Providence, . 
Correira lived in Bristol. They 
never visited one another or 
exchanged’Christmas cards. 

Their only contact, according to : 
depositions from the Pannone i 
family, was at larger family 
gatherings — weddings and 
funerals. 

“They were kind of uppity,” I 
testified Pannone’s son, Joseph 
Jr., describing Correira’s side of ! 
the family. . i 

But things changed in the late 
1990s. 1 

James A Currier, a lawyer for j 
several other relatives of Correi- ! 
ra’s, said in an interview that 
Pannone discovered that his 
cousin Rose had money and * 
began “ingratiating” himself ; 
witii her. 

The Pannones dispute that, j 
saying that she was a nice old I 
woman who had no other family I 
to care for her. { 

“I wasn’t, you know, visiting j 
1 her hoping she would be dead j 
because I was going to get the ' 

! money,” testified Pannone’s son, i 
I “That situation never happened j 
with any of us in our family. She 
was a nice person.” 

Debbie Pannone said in an 
interview that when Rose fell ill 
! and could no longer live on her ' 
own in Bristol, her father and 
I uncle received a call and took 
care of her, ' 

They moved Correira, whose \ 
husband had died, to the Golden j 
Crest Nursing Home in North 
1 Providence, just up the street > 

)- from Pannone’s house. ! 

Pannone visited her frequent- i 

ly at Golden Crest, bringing her J 
flowers and takingher out to j 

' dinner, according to a deposi- | 

I tion by a longtime P^npne i 

acquaintance, lawyer John A l|

her,” testified Scungio. j 

Joseph Pannone Jr. said, “My 
father was there all the time,” 

In his deposition, Joseph ; 

' Paimone said, “Her father and 


my father were brothers . . , 
when I put her in the nursing 
home I used to see-her every 
I other day.” 

I George Prescott, Pannone’s 
lawyer, said in an interview that 
Rose Correira also gravitated 
toward Joe because her late 
brother, a former boxer, had 
|i also been named Joseph Pan- 
' none. 

[ One day in the spring of 1997, 

I Scungio testified, Pannone 
stopped by his office on Admiral 
Street and said that his cousin 

Rose wanted to change her will 
I and her trust. 

Scungio had known Pannone 
for about 20 years. “He would 

I come in from time to time, 

mainly for political things, like 

selling a ticket to an affair, or 
I Ciand’s running . . . You know, 

I put signs on my gates, my build- 
, ing.” 

Scungio and Pannone met 
with Correira at the nursing 
home, and Pannone later gave 

I Scungio copies of her prior will 

and trust, along with instruc- 
tions regarding the changes she 
I wished to make. Scungo said 
: that he drew up new documents, ' 
I naming Pannone and his famfly 
' ^ beneficiaries, and designating 
Pannone as her executor. 

Before she signed it, Scungo 
I said, she had him cross off an- 
ofter niece and a Ipngtime 
. Mend, and to eliminate $15,000 
I in bequests to three Catholic 
: churches she had attended. 
Instead, the-wfll left $3,000 to 
one of the churches. Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel in Bristol, and 
most of the rest to Paimone and 
1 his family. She also changed the 

; executor of her estate from Fleet 

National Bank to Joseph Pan- 
none. 

• Correira never ejqjlained why 

she wanted to make the chang- 
es, Scungo testified: “She just— 

• she changed.” 

^ “I had never prepared a will 

i for someone in a nursing home 
[ that was as advanced age as 
she,” Scungo recalled. He also 

testified that “whether or not she 
I was being influenced is some- 
I thing that I can’t tell you one 
\ wayor another. But she knew 
1 , what she wanted. And how she 
: arnved at what she wanted is 
another question.” 

Correira signed the new will 

and amendment to her trust in 


May 1997. She left four shares to 
Joseph Pannone, two to his 
brother Frank, one to his broth- 
er Ralph and a one-half share^o 
Pannone’s son. In the event that 
any of those beneficiaries should I 
die before her, which is what , 
would happen to one of Pan- ' 
none’s brothers, the rest of the 
money would be divided among 
the surviving heirs. 

Debbie Pannone says that it 
was important to Rose that all of 
the beneficiaries cany the Pan- 
none name. 

In writing the wiU, Scungo 
e3q)lained, it was.his job “to 
make a pie out of these things 
and then divide it up appro- 
priately;” 

Meanwhile, at Providence 
City Hall, Pannone and Scungo 
were carving up another pie. 

IN HIS deposition, Sciungo 
said that he had done real-estate 
work for Pannone," involving 
property deeds, which he usual- 
ly didn’t charge for. 

Scungo didn’t mention that 
he had also bribed Pannone on 
behalf of a client — a property 
owner seeking to lower his 
property tax assessment by 
appealing to the city tax board 
chaired by Pannone. 

In 1998, the year after redoing 
Correira’s will, Scungo passed 
Pannone a $5,000 bribe on be- 
half of a client — convicted felon ,, 
and mob associate Paulie Calen- 
da. The payoff enabled Calenda, 
who was about to report to fed- 
eral prison for possession of an 
Uzi submachine gun, to save 
$16,000 a year in property taxes. 

Pannone referred to the bribe 
in his conversations with anoth- 
er taxpayer he was taking bribes 
from — businessman Antonio 
Freitas, who was sqcretly re- 
cording their meetings for the 
FBI. In one taped chat, Pannone 
describes Scungo as “so [exple- 
tive] cheap, it ain’t even funny.” 

A year later, after the FBI 
raided City Hall and Operation 
Plunder Dome became public, 
Pannone and Scungo were 
indicted, and both wound up 
pleading guilty. 

Correira was 91, still living at i 
Golden Crest, when the exec- \ 

utor of her estate was arrested.
